Waahington, November 17 — The 
present epldemio of influensa in the 
United States caused more deaths 
than those among the American expe- 
ditionary forces from the time the first 
unit landed in France until hostili- 
ties ceased. 

This aiitiouiu^enient today by the 
Census r.ureau was based on uiioilicial 
estimates of the total (asnalliis 
among the overseas forces and re- 
ports from 4i"i cities liavinr a com- 
bined population of (iiMi.OiMi, which 
showed S:;.:;ih; deaths due to influenza 
iirid pneumonia from September !> to 
.\o\eaiber !•. 

Normally these cities would have 
had 4,ouo deaths from these oausea 
(luring this period, it was said, leaving 
approximately 78,000 aa the number 
properly chargeaUa to the epidfimlc, 

"The total eaaualtlee In the Ameri- 
can expeditionary forces," aald the 
announcem,ent, '"have been unofficial- 
ly estimated at 100,000, On the basis 
of the number thus far reported. It 
may be assumed that Ihe deaths due 
'o all causes. Including disease and 
accidents, probably are less than 45 
per cent ami may not be ninre than 
Ad per cent, of the total casualties 
On this assumpllon the loss of life 
in the .Aniericaii eNiicdliidiiary iiirci'.< 
to (late is about 4li,iioii or 4.'i.uilO."

Washington, November IS— A bright 
prospect for tobaoco growera Is fore- 
cast by Representative J. C. Cantrill, 
In a statement given out yesterday 
based on the quarterly report of the 
Census Bureau showluK the stocks of 
leaf tobacco held bv the manufactur- 
ers and dealers in Ihe l iiiled Statet 
on October 1. Kepreseiilatlve Can- 
trlall, who Is a large tobac co f;rower 
and author of the law under which 
the tobacco cenaus is taken, akys of 

the outlook: 

"This report Is of unusual Interest, 
as the market for Kentucky tobaccos 
will open shortly. The total stocks of 
all tobaccos in the United Statea are 
praotioally the same as a year ago, 
showing that during war times, even 
with foreign shipments largely cur- 
tailed on account of a shortage of 
■hips, cdnaumptlon of tobacco has 
been equal to production, which 
means a hOalthy condition, especially 
so far as the tobacco grower la con- 
cerned. 

"The situation as to the hurley crop 
Is especially favorable to the grower, 
as the manufacturer.'-' of this type have 
17,01)0,00(1 pounds less of burley than 
they bad a year and their hobl- 

ings of burley leaf are less lhan they 
have been since the Cantrill law was 
passed six years ago. The total hold- 
ings of burley are only 190,000,000 
pounds, and every one knows the crop 
of burley this year will be very light. 
The burley market, based on supply 
and demand, should be higher than 
ever In the history of the market 

"With a light crop grown this year, 
and with holdings less than uaual, the 
buyers of burley ahould be eager to 
make a very high market. The aver- 
age crop of burley is about 260,000,000 
pounds, and the report shows that the 
manufacturers have less than a year's 
aupply ol burley in stock."

There is no democracy about this, for it means the 
creation of a' class tiuit tinives simply upon its hatred of capital 
That is the situation \vc art* about to confront over in Germany, and 
if it succeeds, it will be very little, if any, uiiprov( inent over Hohen 
zollernism, for the next step will be a Bolsheviki party in Germany 
to undermine the very foundations of democracy. So Ve see that 
vietor'v has lirouirtit on anotliei- crisis, which the allies may have to 
treat as they did Iloheuzolleniism. and then stand by the new order of 
things until it is sure that Germany's self-determination does not 
turn out to be her self-destruction.

There Is no such thing as Ameri- 
canism unless Americanism is in our 
soul.

We are trying a great experiment in 
the rnited States.

If we can- 
not do this, we will fall Indeed, wp will 
have already failed If we do this, we 
will nrodiice llie greatest of all na- 
tions. 11 new race thai will long hold a 
eonipelling* place in the world.

The following letter was reoeived 
by Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Nauman of West 
Second street from their son. Walter 
I, Nauman. describing the big cele- 
bration at Camp McClellan and Annls- 
ton, Ala., of which he took part: 

Camp McClellan, 
Anniston, Ala., November 12, 1918 
Dear Mother, Dad and All: 

A few lines to let you know that i 
am still In God's country and well, 
and able to eat more than my share 
nt the present time of Hooverlzlng 
ami conservation. What kind of n 
celebration did you have last evening 
in honor of the Allies' victory? I 
thought of yon many times during the 
day for 1 knew after you had heard 
the good news that you with many 
other mothers, slsten and wives were 
crying for Joy. 

We had a time of our lives last 
night. After we heard that the armis- 
tice had been signed and knew there 
would be a big celebration^ In Annis- 
ton; 80 we got Mr. Morris, our Banrt 
Leader, to see the Colonel tor per- 
mission to go to town, and take the 
band, which he very willingly agreed 
to. Tlien Mr. Morris made arrange- 
ments with the Chamber of Con\^erce 
for the eveniuK program. 

We had stipper at .'ii.io p. m.. then 
got ready and serenaded the otHcers 
from ri:45 until ti:ir.. Then two l)lg 
auto trucks come driving «ii for iis; 
all piled in and soon were on our way 
rejoicing, singing until wo could sing 
no more. 

The trucks drove up In front of the 
Alabama Hotel where we unloaded, 
took our overcoat! In tbe hotel, lock- 
ed them up, and got ready for busi- 
ness. We then went Into tbe crowded 
streets. There were more people con- 
gregated In one place than I have 
even seen before at one time; it was 
all we could do to get into the street. 
We had no more than gotten there un- 
til two fellows had Mr. Morris on their 
shoulders carrying him ahead of the 
[■and. in lliat pcisilinii until we had 
played a niareli. Tlie band kept uolim 
down the street and the throng of peo- 
ple following after us with liglited 
torches made of Alabama pine trees 
and you know how rosin smokes and 
the beat was felt by all. By the way 
that was one of the pieces we played. 
"Hot Time In the Old Town TonlSht 

The people marched about fifteen 
blocks, In tact all over the main sec- 
tion of Anniston, then back hi front 
of the Post Offlbe where we stopped 
for the biggest part of tbe evening's 
program; played while thousands of 
men, women and children sang Amer- 
ica, Star Spangled Banner, "It's a 
Long Way to ncrlin, But We Got 
There," and a miniber of others. They 
had it so arranged that after each 
sbng one of the leading men of Anui.^- 



ton would speak for about five min- 
utes. The entertainment on the 
streets lasted until about 8:45. then 
the band was invited to dine at the 
Miss Nobles' Cafe where tbe Cluunher 
of Commerce had prearranged a nice 
banquet consisting of the following 
menu: Uoast beef, potatoes, corn 
sticks,' head lettuce, salad, coffee, 
bread, apple pie with Ice cream, and 
I assure you tbe boys did not leave 
any for manners sake. Along with 
the banquet there were piano solos, 
violin, drums, reoltatlons and a tew 
selections from tbe band. While we 
were playing in comes Colonel Meyers 
and wife, so they requested that we 
play more. 

After leaving the Cafe we struck up 
a couple of tunes on a march to the 
Alabama Motel. The people of the 
Hotel would not let us go until after 
playing everything we could Tlipy 
treated us to Coco-Cola and then we 
got in the big trucks that took us 
home, arriving about 12 p. m. 

The Judge S. W. Tate invited all 
the band boys up to his home this 
coming Friday night and we sure ex- 
pect to go providing we can get per- 
mission from the Colonel. This Mr. 
Tate is a big hearted Mason. 

The'^h Reglpient Band was the 
only band down town last night and 
of course was much appreciated. 

I got another long letter from Mr. 
J. R. Richardson today. He said 
Howell is OlBclal Bugler of Company 
A and said he like? It flno and that ho 
lias liad the war craze on for some 
time and lias jnsi been itching to go 
to France and gi'l in the liig light. 

.As the war is over I am very anx- 
ious to gel home and get down to busi- 
ness again.
